Velocity of from Fifty to Sixty Miles 

2 Hour Is Reached—Tug Fleet Bat- 
tles All Day with Plunging Vessels 
—City of Leuisville Compelled to 
Put Back—Life-Savers on the Look- 
out for Disasters—Clear and Colder 
Totay. 


A terrific northeast wind, averaging fifty 
miles an hour, swept over the lake all day 
yesterday, and at times last night the fury 
of the gale was aggravated, as the wind 
reached almost sixty miles an hour. Lake 
navigation came to a standstill. 
steamers. deeply laden kept in port rather 
than face the storm, and incoming vessels 
had fierce ecounters with the heavy seas 
and strong winds. The tug fleet battled all 
day long in the effort to get vessels safely 
into harbor. The lake was lashed into a 
fury by the continuous blasts which swept 
over it, and the water fell in sprays tar over 
the IIlinois Central tracks. 

The big steet schooner Aurania had a long, 
hard battle with wind and sea. Sunday 
night the big tug C. M. Charnley went to 
South Chicago after the Aurania, which was 
without cargo, to tow it to the Chicago 
River for grain. The tug and tow were 
hardly out of the Calumet when the first 
of the north breeze struck them. It was 
hard work hauling the big schooner into 
the wind, but the Charnley made good 
progre until off Hyde Park, when the 
manilla tow line parted. 


Big Schooner Drifts Off. 

The big schooner, standing over twenty 
feet high out of water and 350 feet long, with 
only four or five feet of the hull in the water, 
drifted off before the wind at an alarming 
gait. The tug succeeded in getting the line 
in time to prevent the boat’s striking Hyde 
Park reef, and the course to Chicago was 
again: taken up. A short time later the 
towline parted again, and the tug had to go 
after the big craft, which turned broadside 
to the wind, and was drifting as fast as 
some boats sail. 

The heavy seas told on the hull of the tug 
and it begantoleak. The forenoon was weil 
advanced, and progress was getting slower 
as the gale increased. The big seas washed 
over the tug, and several times it seemcd 
as though the Aurania would be compelled 
to come to anchor in the open lake. Finally 
the tugs William Dickinson and Rita Mc- 
Donald, of the same line; went to the Charn- 
les aid, and succeeded in towing the big 
craft to the mouth of the river. But it was 
another matter to get it inside of the piers. 


Towline Parts Again. 


Running almost broadside to the wind, 
just as the tugs were about to enter the 
river, the towline parted again and away 
went the Aurania sideways. A second time 
it was attempted, with the same result. 
Finally the Aurania was taken far to wind- 
ward of the piers and a fresh start was made. 
The sea was running so high the schooner 


was almost unmanageable and started stern

Others Brought to Shelter. 


Hardly had the Aurania been disposed 
of when the steamer M. B. Grover appeared 
in the north with-the big Standard Oil com- 
pany's tank barge, S. O. No. 81, and the 
schooner Southwest in tow. The S. O. No. 
81 is almost as large as the Aurania and 
was bound for South Chicago. The seas 
were too high to attempt an entrance into 
that port, however, and the Grover started 
for the breakwater with its tow. They 
were brought into shelter all right, but 
scarcely had the Standard Oil barge dropped 
anchor than the cable parted and it drifted 
sideways for the shore. A tug went out 
and brought it back to a place of safety. 
The Grover anchored alongside, and the 
schooner Southwest, laden almost to the 
water’s edge with sandstone from Lake 
Superior, was towed into the river. 


Steamer Compelled to Put Back. 


The Graham & Morton steamer City of 
Louisville started for St. Joseph early in 
the forenoon. An hour outside was all the 
Captain desired, and the steamer came back 
in a hurry. 

This was the last boat to attempt to leave 
port during the day, except the steamer 
America for Buffalo. 

When the schooners ©. H. Hackley and G. 
A. Marsh, light, came running for the har- 
bor, there were no tugs to take them in 
charge, and they were compelled to sall into 
the river. The wind was fair for that feat, 
and they made steamboat time as they flew 
up the river past the life-saving station.

Alderman Coughlin attempted at iast 
night’s meeting of the City Council to re- 
peal the section of the city ordinance for- 
bidding the reémployment of discharged po- 
licemen, and failed ignominously.

To Save Star-Leaguers. 

Alderman Coughlin introduced the repeal- 
ing ordinance on the suggestion of Corpo- 
ration Counsel Thorrton, who saw in its re- 
tention on the city statute books a serious 
menace to the successful drawing of pay by 
the Star league policemen recently apnpoint- 
ed, if not to the continuance in office of 
Superintendent Kipley and Superintendent 
Lewis and the Captains and Inspectora 
named by Mayor Harrison. It was for the 
benefit of the Star-leaguers and the Demo- 
cratic machine, and Alderman Coughiin 
never dreamed of opposition, except some 
feeble protests on the part of Alderman 
Harlan and part of the Republican minority. 

But he reckoned without his host. or 
rather without Alderman Powers. No sooner 
had the repealing ordinance been read thin 
the voice of the Alderman from the Nine- 
teenth Ward was heard saying: Send it to 
a committee,“ and when Alderman Coughlin 
moved the rules be set aside for its passage 
Alderman Powers replied:

Jackson’s Amending Ordinance.

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SAYS BIGELOW’S ATTACK IS WITH- 
OUT BASIS IN FACT. | 


Former Minister to Spain Replies 
Tartly to the Criticisms and Says 
He Can Prove That He Has Been 
Misrepresented — Modestly Admits 
That He Did Splendid Work as a. 
Diplomat and That He Saved His 
Country from European Intrigues, 


New Yerk, Nov. 1.—[Spectal.]—Former 
Minister to Spain Hannis Taylor, in a letter, 
resents the criticisms made upon his conduct 
at Madrid in a cable from London, which 
was signed by Poultney Bigelow. Mr. Tay- 
lor in his letter says: 

On the 8lst ult. appeared in print a letter 
from London signed by Mr. Poultney Bige- 
low, in which the following occurs concérn- 
ing myself: 

“* Castelar is a warm friend of America 
and fearlessly attacks his own government 
in defense of Cuban rights. But Castelar 
would have no social intercourse with our 
late Minister to Madrid, because of that 
man’s offensive language and behavior. 

In my conversation with Castelar and 
with the late Prime Minister Canovas each 
expressed profound regret that the Amer- 
ican republic, which they both honored so 
highly, should have sent out at such a crit- 
ical time an envoy who not only could speak 
no Spanish or French, but who made himself 
intolerable even to his own colleagues. 

The American Minister in Madrid dur- 
ing the Cuban war was a thing to make 
Americans blush. He should have been re- 
called and impeached for misbehavior in 
office. While drawing salary from the 


United States Treasury he was daily hurt- 


ing. American interests.’ 

That is a repetition in a somewhat more 
offensive form of a libel published a short 
time ago in Harper’s Weekly by this men- 
dacious and irresponsible person, which Ba 
denounced at the time as rae and ma- 
liclous. 


First Meeting with Bigelow. 


My acquaintance with Mr. Bigelow be- 
gan last spring, when he visited the lega- 
tion at Madrid in order to seek personal 
kindness at my hands. Among his other de- 
mands he sorely importuned me to obtain 
for him an interview with Sefor Canovas. 

As I happened to be invited, with Sefior 
Castelar and some other Spaniards (I was 
the only foreigner present) to breakfast at 
the house of the Prime Minister the next 
day, I requested Sefior Canovas in his own’ 
tongue to give Mr. Bigelow an interview asa 
favor to me. With his usuai amiability he 
consented, and when the ungrateful inter- 
viewer attempted to put into his mouth the. 
declaration that I could not speak Spanish, I 
submitted his absurd statement to Sefior 
Canovas, and I have a written reply which I 
will make public in full if there is any con- 
tradiction. 

“The Premier said in substance that Mr. 
Bigelow's statement was absolutely false 
and that in his interview with Mr. Bigelow 
no reference was made to me whatever, He 
added that the interviewer himseif indulged 
in hostile criticism of American diplomats 
generally, to which he egos Je no reply. He 
‘ ie Ap Ber ye te 
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nas & courtesy tame. 
As ‘to Senor Castélar, who was my kind 
neighbor for several years, I am proud to 


say that he was untiring in his social at- 


tentions, which Mr. Bigelow sought in vain 
with a letter from the Cobden club, until a 
note from me cleared the way for hint. 


Thanked by His Superiors. 


Jam equally proud to say that it is true 
that for some time before my departure 1 
had no social relations with two of the Am- 
bassadors for the reason that they were un- 
civil to me because of my success in break- 
ing up a dangerous conspiracy in which they 
were involved, designed to unite the great 
powers in a new holy alliance, whose pur- 
pose it was to dictate to our government 
what it should and should not do in Cuban 
‘affairs. For my prompt and successful ac- 
tion in that matter the State department 
gave me its highest thanks. 

Mr. Bigelow can testify as to the very 
kind manner in which he was entertained at 
the British Embassy at my request. Even 
he was not found ‘intolerable’ by my most 
friendly colleague. 

It is hardly necessary for me to add that 
both administrations have given me their 
full confidence and unqualified approval. 
For nearly two years I carried on public 
business in Spanish, and upon the arrival of 
my honored and able successor I acted as 
his first interpreter with the Minister of 
State, the Duke of Tetuan, who, upon my 
departure, escorted me to the train with his 
staff, after having presented me his picture, 
upon which was written a tender inscription 
m memory of my efforts in favor of peace 
and good will. 

ae of these facts itis rather strange 
that I should now be called upon to expose 
an unbalanced and mendacious ingrate, who 
wanders over Europe disgusting everybody, 
not only by belittling his own country and 
by boasting of an early intimacy with the 
German Emperor, but also by declaring 
openly that he lives in England and votes 
at Chelsea.’’

In the smoking car were a dozen section men 
returning to Chicago, three of whom were 
injured in the accident. With the crash of 
the collision most of the men were thrown 
from their seats and the front end of the 
car was smashed in. Andrew Venoskey, 
foreman of the crew, was occupying a front 
seat. One of the timbers crushed his legs. 
He also received injuries about his hands and 
face. Stevens and Joseph Like, also sec- 
tion hands, were in the front part of the car 
and received bruises about the face and 
head. " 
Escape of the Day Coach. 

The day coach contained about thirty per- 
sons, among the number being ten or twelve 
women. The passengers were thrown to the 
floor of the coach and seats were overturned 
by the shock of the collision. 

Dr. W. P. Schulze of Lamira, Wis., Charles 
Willmeroth of Chicago, and members of the 
train crew succeeded in quieting the women 
and conveyed them to a place of safety. Dr. 
Schulze then returned to the wreck and at- 
tended the injured. Several of the women 
were suffering from hysteria. They were 
taken back to a hotel at Logansport, together 
with all the other passengers who cared to 
return. 0 j 

Putting Out the Fire. 

Conductor Hamilton, who was in the 
smoking car, was hurled to the floor. When 
he regained his feet he rushed to the front 
of the train, where the baggage car was in 
flames, a bucket brigade was organized, and 
the fire was extinguished. 

Then Conductor Hamilton devoted his at- 
tention to caring for the injured. With the 
aid of a brakeman he removed the timbers 
from Baggageman Rasker and carried him 
away from the wreck. 

A rescuing and wrecking train was sent 
from Chicago at 8:30. Three of the injured 
were brought to Chicago on board this train,

His Wieh to Lie Facing the Rising Sun 
and the Sea Is Respected and the 
Ground Is Graded—Burial Services

New York, Nov, 1.—[Special.]—The last 
words have been skid over the body of Henry 
George, the last spadeful of earth has fallen 
upon his casket, and he lies at rest in Green- 
wood Cemetery. | 
With the simple ceremony of the Episco- 
pal Church his body was lowered into the 

rave on Ocean Hill, between the city and 
the sea. He was buried in the spot selected 
by himself. When he picked out the place 
he said that he liked to feel that when he 
was laid to rest he would face the rising sun 
and the sea. That his wish might be grati- 
fied literally the plot was graded, . 

The funeral procession reached the ceme- 
tery at noon. The hearse and. carriages 
drove along Ocean avenue and stopped about 
200 yards from the lot. The family and pall- 
bearers were led by Dr. McGlynn. : 


Manuscripts on the Casket. 


The coffin was placed in a cedar box, and 
before the lid was screwed down young Hén- 
ry George laid upon the casket the manu- 
script of several of his father’s works. Then 
the undertakers made fast the lid and the 
box was lowered into the grave. A simple 
wreath of violets had been placed upon it. 

The Rev. Dr. John W. Kramer and the 
Rev. George A. Latimer read that part of 
the burial service used at interments and 
the service was at an end. Henry George, 
the gon, took up a spade lying near by and 
threw the first earth upon the casket. The 
graye-diggers then rapidly filled the grave 
and made a mound over it. Flowers in great 
profusion were laid upon the mound and a 
few minutes later the family and the others 
drove away. 

After the body had been interred and the 
relatives and friends had left the cemetery 
hundreds of women invaded the plot and 
sought to steal some of the flowers from the 
wreaths of the grave. The cemetery police 
fought them off and a guard was stationed 
at the grave. 

The body of Mr. George was borne from 
his cottage home at Fort Hamilton an hour 
before the ceremony. It was escorted by the 
pallbearers, who had been chosen by Mrs. 
George from among the cherished friends 
of her husband. The short services at the 
house were conducted by the Rev. John W. 
Kramer of the Fpiscopal Church of Bath 
Beach, which church Mr. George some- 
times attended. The Rev. George A. Lati- 
mer of Philadelphia, a cousin of the dead, 
also spoke a few feeling words. The Rev, 
Dr. Edward McGlynn offered a prayer. 


Overcome with Emotion. 


Dr. Kramer was almost overcome with 
emotion in the course of his address. Hé 
ald: Henry George had a simple, kindly, 
and yet vigorous nature. He was always a 
man of God, above all else a firm believer. 
George had a habit, continued the speaker, 
“of rambling around late at night with his 
intimate friends. It was then that the most 
beautiful side of the man's character showed 
itself.’’ | 

Father McGlynn followed Dr. Kramer. 
When he first arose he could not speak. His 
voice was choked with sobs. Upon recover- 
ing himself he said: 


“T have come to mingle my tears with 


yours in sorrow that a noble figure has 
passed. Rather do we stand at the triumph- 
al car of a hero than beside the bier of a 
dead man.“ 

Fourteen carriages followed the hearse to 
Greenwood. In the first were Mrs. George 
and her three daughters, the second bore 
Henry George, the son, and his brother, and 
in two other carriages preceding the hearse 
were the pallbearers. | 

The lot in which Henry George is buried 
has for neighbors the plots of Henry Ward 
Beecher and Benjamin F. Tracy and the 
Mackay mausoleym. 


CASE OF MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE. 


Police Investigating the Report, That 
a Woman Jumped Into the 
River. 


Police from the Harrison and Maxwell 
Street Stations are trying to solve the mys- 
tery surrounding the alleged suicide of an 
unknown woman by drawing in the river at 
Twelfth street at 6 o'clock last evening. 

At that hour the attention of J. Berchos, 
1730 Canalport avenue, who was on his way 
home, was attracted by the screaming of 
four girls who ran off the west end of the 
Twelfth street bridge. Berchos stopped 
them and was told that a woman had 
jumped over the railing about midway on the 
south side of the bridge. 

Without waiting to investigate the truth 
of the story Berchos notified the police and 
patrol wagons were sent from Harrison and 
Maxwell streets. 

The policemen found Michael Smith, 294 
Maxwell street, on the bridge. He gaid 
he was crossing the bridge at the time and 
heard the girls scream, also a splash in the 
water. He was on the opposite side of the 
bridge, but ran to the spot where he had 
heard the splash, but was unable to see any- 
thing in the water. 

The Captain of the tug Frank Gram, which 
was passing, a the cries of the girts 
and turned his around, but could not 
find any one. The bridgetender said he 
neither heard nor saw anything unusual. 

While Berchos was notifying the police the 
girls who had given the alarm left the bridge 
without giving their names and the police 
were unable to learn their addresses. 

After hearing the stori of Berchos and 
Smith the two wagon crews got out their 
grappling hooks and began dragging the 
river on both sides of the bridge. They con- 
tinued the work for two hours without suc- 
cess.

The police believe an unknown woman 
ended her life in the river, as stated, and 
this morning men with grappling trons will 
drag the river for a block on either side of 

the bridge in the hope of recovering the body 
of the supposed suicide.

WARM CONTESTS IN OTHER STATES

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 1.—The last day of the 
Ohio campaign has been so inclement that 
most of the meetings were abandoned. A 
cold rain set in on Sunday night and con- 
tinued all over the State without cessation, 
The indications are that it will continue 
tonight and that there will be clear and 
cold weather tomorrow for the election. Al- 
though there has been a long drought 
throughout the Ohio Valley, the smaller 
streams are high tonight and there will be 
bad roads in the rural districts tomorrow. 
Some predictions are that rains will prevent 
the farmers from working and thus secure 
as large a vote as in fairer weather. A 

This is what is known as an off year 
in Ohio. The years following Presidential 
elections are called off years. Following 
the election of Hayes in 1876 the Democrats 
carried Ohio in 1877 for Bishop for Governor 
and a Legislature that made George H. 
Pendleton Democratic Senator. Following 


licans carried the State in 1885 for Foraker 
for Governor and Sherman for Senator. 
Following the election of Harrison in 1888 
the Democrats in 1889 elected Campbell 
Governor and secured a Legislature that 
made Brice Senator. ) 

Following the reélection of Cleveland 11 
1892 came the great triumph of McKinley 
for Governor and the return of Sherman to 
the Senate. And the Democrats now say 
that following the election of McKinley in 
1896 history will repeat itself on the record 
of “ off years,“ being against the party that 
is in power.

Albany, N. V., Nov. 1.—In every munici- 
pality-of the State a vigorous, bitter cam- 
paign is being prosecuted for municipal con- 
trol and the blanket ballot, instead of prov- 
ing a deterrent to the independent nomina- 
tion, has led, seemingly, to the creation of 
more parties than have ever before had a 
place in the elections of the cities. These 
things;.enough in themselves to claim all 
the attention of the voters, are further mul- 
tiplſed by the addition of a campaign for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals that has 
stirred the two great parties to very active 


| efforts in the endeavor, not so much to gain 


the place for the candidate, as to dem- 
onstrate in this off year of State politics that 
the party of one or the other is dominant. The 
Democrats hope to demonstrate that they 
are getting back to a normal state and re- 
covering from the landslides of the last few 
years, and the Republicans seek to show 
that such is not the case. 

The Assembly contest lends some more 
flavor to the. campaign, although there are 
no expressions from the Democrats that 
would lead to the belief that they expegt to 
control that branch of the Legislatures but 
only to reduce the overwhelming maje@rity 
that for two years has given the Republicans 
so much power. 

The contest for the Chief Judgeship for 
the Court of Appeals is a very close one in 
the estimation of those who ought to be 
posted. The Republican candidate, Judge 
Wallace, has the prestige of the enormous 
Republican majority of the last two years, 
which it would seem almost impossible to 
overcome, but on the contrary, the Demo- 
crats claim that they will show that their 
party is regaining its strength in the State 
and that from that source alone their can- 
didate, Judge Parker, will poll a large vote. 

In addition to this the Democratic can- 
didate has the advantage of being at the 
head of two columns upon the blanket ballot 
and of having the support of séveral of the 
great New York City dailies that do not sup- 
port the regular municipal Democratic can- 
didates. The Republicans concede many of 
these advantages, but insist that their

DEPENDS ON THE MINERS. 


Canton, O., Nov. 1—[Special.]—Three 
United States Senators, William E. Mason 
of Illinois, Hanna of Ohio, and J. C. Bur- 
rows of Michigan, brought the Ohio cam- 
paign to a close tonight in President McKin- 
ley’s town, with the President himself with- 
in hearing of the cheers. 

Tomorrow will be decided whether Marcus 
A. Hanna or John R. McLean goes to the 
United States Senate next winter, and 
whether Ohio is going to stand by the na- 
tional administration. Senator Mason ar- 
rived here on the Presidential special at 4:30 
from a big campaign meeting at Alliance 
and Senator and Mrs. Burrows were als. 
guests on the Presidential train. 

The President slipped into the city almost 
without notice, though there was a small 
crowd of his personal friends at the Penn- 
sylvania station to greet him Charles G. 
Davis, General John McNulta, and William 
Penn Nixon of Chicago, and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Day were among them. 
President and Mrs. McKinley and Senator 
and Mrs. Burrows were driven to the home 
of the President’s mother and the rest of the 
party went to hotels. 

Undoubtedly the big campaign meeting 
here tonight will have a strong effect on to- 
morrow's election, but Stark County re- 
mains one of the biggest conundrums in the 
State. The chances are believed to be abso 
lutely even on the city and county, and no 
one ventures a guess. Canton went Demo- 
cratic at the city election last spring and 
Stark Gounty is Democratic from heredity. 
President McKinley is almost the only Re- 
publican who has ever been able to carry It.

SCHAEFER WINS EASILY. 


“Wizard” Averages 16 2-3ina 
Game with Maggioli. 


MAKES OPEN TABLE PLAY. 


At Green's billiard academy in South 
Clark street last night the first tournament 
game of the new style of billiards was 
played by Jacob Schaefer and Frank Mag- 
gioli. Schaefer won by a score of 100 to 35. 
The game is eighteen-inch balk-line with 
one point in balk. This is a most radical 
change from fourteen-inch balk-line, and 
a very different game from eighteen-inch 
balk-line with two points in balk, the latter 
game. having once been seen in a tourna- 


ment in this city. 


With the advancement of skill in billiard 
playing, the progress having been gradual 
and sure, it has been necessary gradually 
to change the style of game for professional 
matches. A good many years ago the ordi- 
nary straight rail or ball to ball game be- 
came easy for experts, because some of 
them could make counts of hundreds with- 
out missing. The introduction of lines came 
into effect, A line eight inches from the 


cushion on all sides was drawn and the. 


player was not allowed to make more than 
two points in balk —that is to say, be- 
tween a line and the cushion. 

Out in the middle of the table he might 
make as many as he chose, or so long as he 
drove one of the balls across one ef the 
lines at every second shot he could count as 
many as he pleased. But the skill of players 
increased, and soon it was found necessary 
to draw. the line fourteen inches from the 


‘cushion, producing the now well-known, 


fourteen-inch balk-line game. Schaefer and 
Ives a few years ago had this game so well 
mastered that the problem of rendering the 


game still further difficult arose, even after 


the so-called anchor nurse was barged, 

An eighteen-inch balk-line tournament was, 
played, with the old regulations of two. 
points in balk, but it proved no great change. 


from fourteen-inch .balk-line. Accordingly’ 
the change to one point in balk was decided 


upon in the hope that it might bring the 
‘@xzperts and the so-called “ shortstops “ 2 
enearer together. 

The rule permitting. but one point in balk 
is a radical differénce, as was shown in 
Schaefer's and Maggioli’s game last night. 
The player cannot, as he formerly could, use 
his first shot in balk to secure a favorable po- 
sition for driving the ball on the second shot. 
He must now. drive the ball and at the same 
time look out for position at every shot— 
that is, unless he is ott in the middle of the 
table. 

Schaefer made runs of 45 and 36. In the 
former he had the balls in the middle of the 
table a part of the time, rubbing them daint- 
ily for a few points at a time now and then 
without having to resort to 
The rest of the game the Wizard 
was kept busy figuring on how to count 
and at the same time leave the cue ball 
in position for a drive shot at the suc- 
ceeding effort. He used the end of the table 

a good deal, driving the first object ball to 
the side rail and back. 

Experts considered the exhibition too brief 
to afford much of an estimate of the new 
game, but all pronounced it interesting. The 
hope of bringing the experts and“ short- 
stops closer together was hardly fulfilled, 
as Schaefer defeated cia e d almost three 
to one.

Assistant Business 
Superintendent Fred Breen has been sus- 
pended pending action of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

Trustee Magee and Superintendent Will- 
iam G. Stearns were occupied the entire day 
with an investigation of the affair. Twenty- 
It is possi- 
ble others may be, discharged, but Dr, 
Stearns considers he ‘has punished the ring- 
leaders, “From the evidence it appeared Dr.

New Orleans, La., Nov. 1.—Today the 
number of deaths from yellow fever took 
a leap, seven having been reported up to 
noon, with but nine new cases.

THE GOVERNOR'S WEAK DEFENSE OF 
HIS ACTION ON THE ALLEN LAW. 
In his ridiculous speech to the Commercial 
club last Saturday night Governor Tan- 
ner stated that, This is not the time or 
place to discuss the merits or demerits of 
the Allen bill.” 

That was a correct statement, for the 
subject to be considered was the reform 
of the assessment system of Chicago, a 
city containing the population and taxable 
property of seventy average counties of 
Illinois. 

Nevertheless the Governor went on in 
the most irrelevant manner in a written 
speech to extol the alleged merits of the 
Allen law. Its demerits—the features which 
make it odious to more than nine-tenths of 
the people of Chicago—he carefully sup- 
pressed. 

Those demerits can be stated briefly. And 
it ie well to recall them in order to re- 
fresh the public mind: 

(1) When the traction companies began 
their bribery campaign on the Legislature 
they introduced what is known as the 
Humphrey bill. ‘That measure, which 
violated the spirit if not the let- 
ter ot the State constitution, provided for 
the extension for mrrr ymars of the ex- 


‘isting franchises granted by the Chi- 


cago Council without the consent of the 
municipal authorities. 

(2) They also took out of the hands of the 
Chitago authorities and put in the hands of 
a State board the granting of new franchis- 
es. That odious bill was denounced by the 
press almost united and people of Ohi- 
cago on the ground that the 3 per cent of 
the gross revenues of the roads it gave 
the city was a ridiculously inadequate com- 
pensation. 

(3) And on the further ground that the 
bill violated the principle of local self-gov- 
ernment. 

The boodling Senate passed that bad 
bill by two-thirds majority. The spasmodic- 
ally honest House beat the bill. 

Then the traction conspirators, feeling 
desperate, offered in the House a mild 
version of the present Allen law. It was 
passed with a referendum clause attached 
to it by which the bill was to be submitted 
to the voters of Chicago for approval or 
rejection. The Senate took the House bill 
and recast it into the form of the present 
law. The House concurred in.the amend- 
ed measure with the home rule provision 
cut out by a vote of 82 to 70. That is not 
the nearly two-thirds majority the Gov- 
ernor suid wrongly in his speech the bill 
received. But the Governor signed the bill 
in this bad shape. 

The Allen law as it stands allows the 
Council to grant fifty-year franchises to the 
traction street roads of Chicago without 
any adequate compensation to the city. 
The old limit of the law was twenty years. 
Although the franchises of the present com- 
panies do not expire for six years, the 
Counci! can renew their franchises, made 
a law by the Governor’s signature, 
at once for half a century: During 
the first twenty years ef the extension 
the fare is fixed arbitrarily by the signature 

of the Governor to remain at 5 cents. 
No minimum amount of compensation, 
which a Council must require grantees to 
pay, is fixed. And the Council may let off 
the traction roads with an insignificant 
yearly fee. 

This is what Governor 
“local self-government.” 

But if one Council, under the :nfluence 
of boodle, can make an irrevocable grant 
of 600 miles of city streets during the 
lifetime of two generations without re- 
serving a cent of compensation for the 
eity treasury for the use of ite streets, 
how much local self-government ” as far 
as concerns street railways do the people 
have for the last thirty or forty years of 
the life of the franchise? 

The Chicago papers argued to the Gov- 
ernor that there should be no unlimited 
fifty-yeur grants, for, the reason, among 
others, that methods of street transpurta- 
tion are being improved and cheapened so 
rapidly that the fare which would be just 
and the compensation to the éity which 
would be adequate at the ¢orimence- 
ment of a fifty-year period would be groas- 
ly unjust and inadequate long before that 
period expired. But the Governor shut his

disregarding it, and signed the bill, 

The Chicago papers, speaking for the 
whole mass of the people, also told the Gov- 
 ernor that the bill ought not to be signed by 
him, because it gave the present boodling 
‘Council, not elected on any street railway 
issue, the power to extend for a corrupt con- 
sideration franchises which did not expire 
— — not be renewed till 
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give the eee. 
to with and leave 80 per cent of the 
receipts to the traction roads. 

He was told also that capital in abun- 
dance stood ready to pay the traction com- 
panies all the money they had put in the 
lines, and operate them, paying one cent on 
each passenger to the city. He was told 
also that if a Council not elected after the 
passage of the bill was allowed to extend 
the franchises for boodle reasons the city 
would get nothing. None of those reasons 
weighed a feather with the Governor, 

The Governor signed the bill in defiance 
of the rights and interests of the city. He 
asserts that one of his reasons for doing so 

was that “ more than 40,000 taxpayers and 
legal voters” of Chicago petitioned for its 
passage, and that a majority of the best 
citizens of Chicago favored its passage.” 
The facts are different. 

The petition he speaks of was for the old 
Humphrey bill, and not the Allen law. 
There were no petitions for it. Why can he 
not tell the truth about anything? The al- 
leged 40,000 petitioners were partly the em- 
ployés of the traction roads, signing under 
influence. And others were barroom loaf- 
ers, Whose names were bought with a drink 
of whisky or beer. But, suppose 40,000 
signed the Yerkes petitions, what of the 360,- 
000 men who did not sign them? Have 
they no rights? The “ best citizens ” Tan- 
ner refers to are the large stockholders in 
the traction companies, working for their 
own pockets. 

Tanner has given the present boodling 
Council, elected before the Allen bill was 
dreamed of, the power to extend the exist- 
ing franchisés for big boodle. His sneering 
reply to that charge is, that “if the Council 
is venal, the citizens of Chicago elected it.” 

The Allen sae was not an issue when 
one-half the Council was elected in April, 
1896, and the other half in April, 1597. 
Had that been the issue the complexion 
of the Council would have been different. 
If the law were not to take effect until 
1903, when the existing franchises begin 
to expire, the then Council would not be 
“ venal,” 


=" 


The Governor adds that the Chicago 


voters having elected the present Council 
“it must be presumed to represent them; 
if not, more’s the pity.” The Council does 
not represent the sentiments of the people 
as regards the Allen law, and therefore 
“the more’s the pity” that it is allowed 
to act under the Allen law and cheat the 
city out of its just dues for the sake of 
huge bribes. 

But on whom must the blame rest—on 
the voters, who, not knowing that law was 
to be enacted, elected on minor ward 
issues a Council which turned out to be 
corrupt, or on the Governor, who, know- 
ing that the Council was corrupt, defiantly 
and in the teeth of the protests of the 
people gave that Council power to plunder 
the people which it did not possess before? 

The Governor also states that it is ase- 
less for the voters, having elected a bad 
Council, to appeal to the Legislature and 
Governor to save them from the results 
of their own indifference.” 

They made no such appeal. They did not 
ask the Legislature to diminish its powers, 
What they asked of the Legislature and 
the Governor was, Nor to grant the Coun- 
cil powers which they did not want even 
a good Council to possess. That important 
point the Governor conceals, but every 
member of the Commercial elub noticed it. 

Tanner insisted, however, on enlarging 
the powers of a Council which he well knew 
was corrupt and venal,“ and now he cries 
out hypocritically, the more’s the pity,” 
and deciares that his conscience“ is un- 
troubled, and that he does not see what 
he has done that is blameworthy! 

He is the last man in Illinois who should 
say a word in defense of the Allen law. 
He should pray for the day when its name 
will be forgotten. For till then the re- 
sentment of the people of Chicago will not 
be abated. ‘The Governor should have held 
his peace. Silence was golden. 


THE GOVERNOR AND THAT NASHVILLE 
AFFAIR. 

Governor Tanner complains that Tun 
Trisunp has “ persecuted” him because 
he did not go to the Nashville centenary 
celebration but went off on a junket to 
Colorado instead of officially to Tennessee. 

The facts are these: The State of Ten- 
nessee celebrated the centennial of its ad- 
mission into the union by having a fine in- 
dustrial exposition at Nashville, the State 
capital. 

It being desirable for many reasons that 
Illinois should be represented there; the 
Legislature last session appropriated 

$25,000 for that purpose, and authorized 
the Governor to appoint forty commission- 
ers, which he did appoint. 

As an act of courtesy the exposition di- 
rectors set apart one day as “ Illinois day ” 
and invited Governor Tanner to be present 
in his official capacity. 

When he and his staff of Colonels were in 
Chicago on Logan day they had a confer- 
ence and agreed to go to Nashville in behalf 
of this State. 

Suddenly, a few days before the time for 
departure, the Governor announced that he 
was not going! The réason for absenting 
himself that he has settled on finally is that 
twoofhis staff were afraid that if they went 
to Nashville yellow fever might break out 
there and Illinois might order a quarantine 
against that city and they would be unable 
to get back home. 

But there had been no yellow fever at 
Nashville. There was no likelihood of any. 
That could have been ascertained by tele- 
graphic inquiry. The Governor refused to 
go at the eleventh hour, but the Mayor of 
this city and several hundred prominent 
citizens of this city went in his place. They 
were hospitably received and had a pleas- 
ant time helping to celebrate the first hun- 
dredth year of Tennessee in the union. 

It was discourteous on the part of the 
Governor to back out. But having refused, 
what did he do? Stay at home and look after 
State affairs, and how to protect it against 
a yellow fever invasion? No; he deserted 
his post and went off West junketing. 

Tue Trisune heard a report that he and 
his companions were spending their time 
playing poker for high stakes. Tanner will 
not deny that he is an inveterate player. 

The local bureau of Tue Trreunz, deem- 
ing that the pastimes of the fugitive 
Governor were of interest to the people of 
Illinois, whe pay him his salary for per- 
forming his duties and furnish him a man- 
sion to live in, asked one of its correspond- 
ents to find out the facts about this alleged 
poker playing and report them. 

The Governor thinks that was-an out- 
rage. Not at all. It was an attempt to 
ascertain if the reports were true. If he 
bad spent his time in studying geolegy or

Tue TRIBUNE was so pressed by its ad- 
vertisers for room in its Sunday edition that 


it could only find space to print the most 


relevant parts of Governor Tanner's 
speech to the Commercial club, which had 
invited him to speak to them about Chi- 
cago assessments and the improvement of 
the law. 

The Inter-Ocean was very able to find 
room on Sunday, and not content with 
that reprinted Monday conspicuously —if 
anything which appears in the Inter-Ocean 
can be said to be printed conspicuously— 
that portion of the Governor's harangue 
in which he asserts that the Chicago papers 
—with the exception of the Inter-Ocean— 
form a “trust” and that that trust is 
* venal,” 

The only associations which can be called 
trusts by the wildest flight of the imagina- 
tion are the City Press and the Publishers’ 
associations. Of each of these the Inter- 
Ocean is a member. Its representative, 
Penn Nixon, is the President of the former. 
So if there is a corrupt and tyrannical 
newspaper trust, here, as Tanner as- 
serted, the Inter-Ocean is in it up to its 
eres. If that “trust” is venal,“ I’enn 
Nixon comes in for his share of the.loot. 

So when that paper gives what publicity 
it can to the Governor's slanders it spreads 
exultantly before its readers statements 
which in spite of Tanner’s exception are 
charges against itself and its publishers as 
well as against the other Chicago papers. 
It seems willing to see itself spartered and 
smirched with Tanner’s sewage if it can 
see the other papers sprinkled in the same 
way. 

Why should it be guilty of an act which 
any self-respecting paper would scorn to 
commit? Why does it take delight in an- 
nouncing that it belongs to a trust 
which Tanner declares can be bought up 
on all public questions? Because it wears 
Tanner's brass collar with the inscription 
“This is my dog. John R. Tanner.“ 

The Inter-Ocean is the organ of the 
clique of the Republican machine politicians 
in this city who caused the terrible defeat 
of last spring at the Mayoralty election, A 
little over a year ago that paper was the 
organ of the cowardly politicians who op- 
posed. the direct recognition of the gold 
standard in the St. Louis platform, and 
which its editor voted and worked against 
in the Illinois delegation and convention. 

If his anti-Republican policy had pre- 
vailed neither Illinois nor any other State 
in the Middle West would have gone for 
McKinley. Yet that same editor, L'enn 
Nixon, is about to receive the most 
lucrative local office in the gift of a Presi- 
dent whose election he did what he could to 
prevent. 

But the Inter-Ocean has sunk even lower 
than to be the organ of the Lorimers, 
Peases, and Hertzes. It has become the 
personal organ of John R. Tanner. And 
he can spit on it without its daring to resent 
his insult; as the prompter breathes 
the puppet squeaks.” The Governor ac- 
uses the Chicago papers of selling their 
editorial opinions, and orders his organ to 
print it again and again. It does so under 
orders. 

Why? Because it has to live on scraps of 
official patronage, on the gifts of office- 
seekers, and the contributions of deluded 
capitalists who are induced to buy its stock. 
Tanner must know how cheaply it can be 
purchased. 

If Tanner really believes that the Chicago 
papers are venal, his close associations with 
the Inter-Ocean must have !ed him to that 
conclusion when he saw it snap so cagerly at 
the crumbs he tossed it. 


UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD SALE. 

The sale of the Union Pacific railroad 
took place at Omaha yesterday, under the 
direction of the Master in Chancery for the 
United States court, to satisfy the second 
mortgage upon the road held by the govern- 
ment. <As anticipated, the line was bid in 
by the Reorganization committee at the 
amount of the government claim for the 
portion sold—viz.: $39,883,281.87 for the 
railroad property and $13,645,250.89 for 
the bonds. ‘The portion sold embraces the 
line between Council Bluffs, Ia., and 
Ogden, Utah, embracing 1,033.46 miles, the 
Kansas City and Denver branch (675 miles) 
being omitted. 

An exhaustive history of this great enter- 
prise, which became the nucleus of railroad 
communication with the Pacific coast, was 
printed in the last Sunpay TRI RUN R. From 
other records it appears that the first sug- 
gestion of a transcontinental railway be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific was pub- 
lished in a paper called the Emigrant, at 
Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 6, 1832, Judge 8. 
W. Dexter being the editor. In March, 
1848, Colonel John C. Fremont, having 
made his first trip to the Pacific coast, made 
a report favoring the South Pass through 
the Rocky Mountains—which was after- 
ward adopted—as the route. Later, Fre- 


mont surveyed three different routes | ‘ 


through the mountains, his service in this 
line winning for him the title of “ The Path- 
finder,” by which he was known at the time 
of his nomination for the Presidency in 

Next to Fremont, one of the earliest 
champions of the enterprise was Asa Whit- 
ney, an engineer and extensive manufac- 


turer of car wheels, who advocated the | 


project in speeches before.the Legislatures 
in a number of States between 1846 and 
1850. William Moxly Hall, one of the origi- 
nal projectors of the River and Harbor con- 
vention, which met in Chicago, July 5, 1847, 
was also one of its ardent advocates, and 
after the close of the convention delivered 
an address on the subject, which is printed 
in the report of the proceedings. 

The project began to receive attention 
soon after the appearance of Fremont's re- 
port in 1843, Senator Benton of Missouri 
and Senator Breese (afterwards a Justice 


of the Supreme Court of Illinois) being. 


among its earliest supporters. The first bill 
on the subject was introduced by Benton 
Feb. 7, 1849, but it was not until March, 
1853, that an act was passed providing for 
surveys by a corps of topographical en- 
gineers. ‘The subject continued to grow in 
interest, however, and in 1856 a resolution 
favoring the enterprise was adopted by the 
Republican National convention at Phila-

tion. No notice of 


aaa ee eee thus extends over 
thirty years of the most important part of 
our national history. While it cost the 
country heavily in donations of lands and 
in sums absorbed by its builders, it is im- 
possible to overestimate its influence jn the 
development of the vast region lying be- 
tween the Missouri and Pacific Ocean. 


Governor Tanner and the * ot 
“ The Tribune.” 

In the courses of his extraordinary nS 
before the Commercial club last Saturday 
night Governor Tanner dragged in the editor 
of Tun TRIBUNE for special personal men- 
hat he said would have 
been taken were it not uttered by a man who 
is occupying the Governor’s chair at this 
time. That fact gives his allegations a cer- 


tain degree of importance and some appear- 


ance of truth, and therefore it may not be 
out of place to refute and expose the falsity 
and malevolence of his statements. This 
is what Mr. Tanner said: 

I propose to take you into my confidence, 
gentlemen, and relate to you a bit of private 
history, with just enough of palpable con- 
nection with the public history of the Stato 
to relieve me of the accusation of egotism 
in mentioning it. When the polls closed last 
November and it appeared that I had a ma- 


jority of all the votes cast for Governor 


of this State, almost my first feeling when 
I realized what had happened was one of 
sincere gratitude to Joseph Medill And THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. My heart went out in 
gratitude to him for his vigorous, manly, 
and generous support of my candidacy dur- 
ing the campaign. 

Immediately after the election Mr. Medill 
called upon me and urged the retention of 
three Democratic members of the West 
Park board, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was a resident of the North Side, in the 
Lincoln Park district, having removed from 
the West Side more than thirty years ago. 
My sense of obligation to him led me to 
promise that if possible I would comply 
with his wish in this regard. 

After my inauguration, at some time m 
the month of February, my friends in Chi- 
cago, representing the Republican organi- 
zation in your city, called upon mé at the 
Executive Mansion in Springficld with a 
view to coming to an agreement concerning 
the Chicago appointments. I advised them 
that I could not under any circumstances 
remove the three Democratic Park Com- 
missioners in question. They asked ms 
whether I was at liberty to give them my 
reason for this decision. I told them what 
I have told you. My party friends replied 
that if that were to be my policy and I 
proposed to adhere to it—in other words, if 
I proposed to fill my pledge to Mr. Medill 
and retain these men in office—they had no 
further suggestions to make on the subject 
of appointments and would withdraw the 
recommendations which they had already 
made.

Immediately 
upon their removal it published a two-col- 
umn article virulently attacking my ad- 
ministration and myself personally. From 
then until now it has pursued me. 

The truth about this interview is that the 
Governor-elect called on me at my house 
in November last. He opened the conversa- 
tion with profuse thanks for the highly 
important services THE TRIBUNE had ren- 
dered him in the then recent political cam- 
paign, and intimated quite strongly that he 
would be glad to do anything he could to 
reciprocate the favor. I had learned some 
time prior to this that Mr. John M. Oliver of 
the law firm of Oliver & Showalter would 
like to remain a member of the West Side 
Park board until the end of his term, which 
would have been a year or more longer. 

Having this.in mind, I recommended the 
retention of Colonel Oliver to the end of 
his term. I also said that it was customary 
for both the great political parties to be 
represented on the Chicago Park boards, 
and if he intended to continue the custom I 
would recommend Harvey T. Wéeks’ re- 
tention as the fittest man for the position. 
Mr. Weeks was the old business partner of 
Mayor Harrison, and had been well spoken 


ort as a commissioner by West-Siders, ir- 


respective of party. I further said,that it 
might be to the interest of the West Side 
parks to retain on the board the botanist, 
Edward G. Uihlein, who had taken a great 
interest in the matter of gardens, flowers) 
shrubs, etc.; and, although a Democrat, was 
a mild and harmless one, and held his po- 
sition on the board on account of his great 
knowledge and high botanical skill; also, 
that then the board, when the other changes 
were made, would consist of five Repub- 
licans, one Democrat, and one botanical ex- 
pert, who might be put down as a Demo- 
crat or independent. I said that I under- 
stood the Germans of the West Side took 
great interest in botanical matters and 
thought well of him; but that he had better 
make inquiries among the leading citizens 
of the West Division and satisfy himself in 
regard to those three men.

The subject was never again alluded to by 
me, nor referred to by Tanner, until he pre- 
sented his erroneous version of it to the 
Commercial club on last Saturday night, 
which probably felt bored by his obviously 
untruthful narrative.

TRIBUNE censuring or finding fault with 
him for these removals. The article he 
mentions must have been a communication 
over the signature of the Republican mem- 
ber of the old board, occasioned by his sum- 
mary removal, without notice or on any 
charges, and telling the Governor that he 
could have had his resignation at any time 
he desired by simply asking for it.

INVENTIONS FOR KLONDIKERS. 


Balloon for the Journey and a Patent 
Digger for Working Frozen 
Ground. 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 29,—The public will soon 
see a conveyance that the inventor expects 
will revolutionize the traffic over the snow- 
covered paths to the Yukon gold fields. It is 
the Klondike balloon, the invention and 
manufacture of Joseph de l' Etoile, who has 

n successful in many scientific inven- 
tions. 

Mr. de l’Etoile is in the employ of the In- 
terior department here. From what can be 
learned about this latest invention, it is an 
airship, rather small, and cigar-shaped. On 
the bow is placed a two-bladed propeller at- 
tached to a shaft which extends to the rear. 
On the stern is a peculiar steering apparatus. 
Directly underneath the balloon is a car, in 
wh is placed a small engine, of special 
design, which will furnish the motive power 
and generate the hot air with which the bal- 
loon is to be filled. The car is covered on all 
sides, and will hold about eight passengers, 
with provisions and all necessary apparatus 
to complete the trip. From the car the 
course and speed of the machine wil' be 
directed, as the steering gear will lead from 
the rudder to if, and a chain or belt will com- 
municate with the propeller shaft. On top 
of the balloon is a trap by which the supply 
of hot air may be controlled and the vehicle 
brought to the ground or raised with ease. 
Alumnium enters largely into the construc- 
tion of the balloon and all its Parts. 

It is not many weeks since the project was 
conceived, but during that time everything 
necessary has been accomplished and the 
machine completed and made ready for its 
trial. Mr. de I'Etoile has been studying 
this invention for years. A company of 
Ottawa capitalists took hold of the project 
as likely means of overcoming the difficul- 
ties and hardships of the journey to the 
Klondike and invested a sufficient amount 
of money to make the building of the 
balloon a success. No concise information 
will be given before the trial trip, which is to 


be made within the next tendays. The pro- 


moters of the enterprise have confidence 
in the scheme, and expect the government 
will utilize their machines for the transfer 
of mails between Edmonton and the gold 
fields, the proposed passenger route of the 
airship. 

E. B. Haycock, mining engineer, of this 
city, has secured a patent on a contrivance 
which is expected to obviate the difficulties 
of mining in the Klondike. At present min- 
ing is carried on there only with great 
difficulty in the frozen ground. The ground 
has to be thawed out with wood fires, and 
when the pay dirt under the fires is thawed 
the ashes are scraped off and the soft gravel 
is removed. 

This operation has to be repeated, and it 
generally takes four men sixteen days to 

a hole twenty-four feet deep. Wash- 
ing out the gold trom the gravel can be car- 
ried on only for two or three months in the 
year, owing to the scarcity of water, and 
during the remaining months the miner 
works at getting out his pay dirt. 

Mr. Haycock’s invention is designed to 
overcome all these difficulties and render 
mining and washing-out operations possible 
the whole year round. It consists of a 
thawer and excavator. The thawer is a con- 
trivaneé of the size of the hole it is desired 
to make. It is heated to a high temperature. 
with hot air and driven into the ground as 
fast os the soil beneath it is softened. The 
heat is increased by the action of a other 
apparatus whose working Mr. Haycock will 
not disclose. After the gravel beneath the 
thawer has been softened it is drawn out 
by the excavator, which raises it to a dump- 
ing platform, where it is put through the 
Sluice boxes. These boxes have been 80 
contrived that the water passing through 
them can be used over and over again with 
very little waste. By means of this ma- 
chine Mr. Haycock believes eight men can 
sink a shaft twenty-four feet deep in one 
day. The cost in operating also will be 
greatly in favor of the machine, the esti- 
mated expense in making a hole twenty-four 
feet deep by present method being $960, and 
by his machine $160. 


GOLD DUST FROM COOK’S INLET. 


| Sixteen Passengers Arrive from the 


Mines. with Ninety-six Thou- 
‘sand Dollars. 


Port Townsend, Wash., Nov. I.— The 
schooner Norman Sunde, operated by the 
Copper River Trading and Transportation 
company of this place, arrived this morning 
from Cook’s Inlet. She brought down 
sixteen passengers, who have a total of 
$96,000 in gold dust, taken from the placer 
mines of Cook's Inlet. The names of the re- 
turning miners bringing the largest amounts 
are: John Rivers and wife of Helena, Mont., 
$6,000; James R. Greenleaf of Port Towns- 
end, $5,000; Robert Duncan, Seattle, $4,bu0; 
John Woods, Gray's Harbor, 84,00; C. Cree- 
don, Fresno, Cal., $4,000; J. Frasier, Seattle, 
Wash., $4,200; Grant and Crosier of Port 
Angeles, $8,000. 


INFERNAL MACHINE BY MAIL. 


Dr. Huber of Mayville, Wis., Receives 
a Package Filled with Gunpow- 
der and Dynamite. 


Mayville, Wis., Nov. 1.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
Bach Huber of this city received through the 
mails this morning a package which upon 
inspection proved to be an infernal machine. 
It cousisted of a wooden box with a sliding 
cover about twelve inches in length, three 
inches in width, and three inches in height. 

The cover wat lined on the inside with 
a strip of sandpaper at the front, and on the 
inside of the box a row of matches with the 
heads upward and touching the sandpaper 
were attached by means of adhesive plaster 
so that by sliding the cover they would ig- 
nite. Next to these was a quantity of gun- 
powder and cotton, the balance of the space 
being filled by a tin can filled to the brim 
with dynamite, into which had becn inserted 
a dynamite cap. 

Upon unwrapping the package Dr. Bach 
Huber luckily noticed several grains of pow- 
der which had escaped from the wooden box 
into the wrapper, and to this incident is to 
be ascribed his escape from a frightful death. 
No clew to the author of this fiendish at- 


tempt has as yet been discovered.

ENGLAND MAY NOT JOIN. 


Canada Is Likely to Block the 
Agreement. 


SEEMS ACT OF DISCOURTESY. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—It is expected 
that a treaty of convention between the 
United States, Russia, and Japan will be 
formally signed and executed at the State 
department during the present week carry- 
ing out the proposition before the Bering 
Sea conference for a suspension of pelagic 
sealing. The present understanding is that 
the signing of this. document will occur 
within the next few days. It will represent 
the completed efforts of the conference, and 
with the signing concluded the conference 
will adjourn. The terms of the treaty or 
convention will follow the lines of the propo- 
sition considered by the conference, and re- 
ferred with favorable recommendation to 
the authorities at St. Petersburg and Tokio. 

The essential feature of the treaty or ccn- 
vention is for the suspension of pelagic 
sealing for such a period as will permit the 
seal herds to revive. The period of this sus- 
pension is not disclosed. One report is that 
it will be for one year, subject to extension. 
Another is that it will covef a term of years. 
But the exact duration of the suspension 
cannot be verined. 

The conference resumed its sessions at the 
State department, but no official statement 
was made as to what had been done or the 
plans in view. 

The attitude which Great Britain will as- 
sume toward the proposition and the treaty 
which is to take its place is awaited with 
much interest. Thus far the British authori- 
ties have not been nformed as to what the 
conference proposes doing. At the same 
time the British expert, Professor Darcy 
Thompson, has had several long taiks with 
Mr. Foster and Mr. Hamlin, and these have 
been of such a eatisinctory nature that it 
was believed an ataicable understanding 
would be reached by all parties concerned if 
Canada showed a disposition to assent to the 
agreement. But Canada still stands in the 
way, and the continued absence of the 
Canadian expert, Mr. Macoun, is regarded 
in the light of a diplomatic discourtesy not 
only to the Uuited States but also to the 
British government. The Foreign Oflice 
named him with Professor Thompson as an 
expert to come to Washington. Professor 
Thompson came at once, but Mr. Macoun 
has remained away. The Ottawa govern- 
ment has sent no explanation of this action, 
and apparently is oblivious to all inquiries. 
It is thought the presence of Mr. Hamlin as 
the American expert in the British-Amer- 
ican meeting may be the cause of Canada’s 
inaction. Lord Salisbury specifically stated 
in accepting the proposition for a meeting 
that it was to be one between experts.“ 
To this end the British expert, ‘Thompson, 
and the Canadian expert, Macoun, were 
named, it being expected that the United 
States wouid name its expert, Professor Jor- 
dan. Mr. Hamlin was named, however, and 
it is understood that this is viewed in the 
light of naming a counselor or diplomat 
rather than an expert. While no official ob- 
jection has been made to the appointment 
it is believed to account in part for Canada’s 
delay in sending her expert to Washington. 

No mention is made in the convention of 
the killing of the seals in case Great Britain 
and Canada do not cotperate. It is pointed 
out that Russia and Japan could not adopt 
retaliatory steps Canada, as they; 
have no border interests with her. Any ac- 
tion against Canada, therefore, must be 
taken by the United States alone. The plan 
of killing of the seals has been embodied in 
the bill before Congress, but it has not come 
before a conference as a step now to be taken 
by the allicd powers. 

Mr. Foster gave a reception today to the 
Russian, Japanese, and British delegates 
and experts. Professor Thompson was pres- 
ent, but the British Embassy officiais. were 
not represented owing to the month of 
mourning imposed by the death of the 
Duchess of Teck. 


GAIN IN THE PUBLIC REVENUES. 


Expenditures Still Exceed Receipts, 


but the Discrepancy Is Gradually 
Being Lessened. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—The compara- 
tive statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the United States shows that the 
total receipts for the month of October were 
$24,391,415 and the expenditures $33,701,512, 
making the excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts for the month $9,310,097, and for the 
four months of the present fiscal year $38,- 
009,010. The receipts for customs during 
October amounted to $9,713,404, as compared 
with $11,105,498 for October, 1896, and the 
receipts from internal revenue sources $13,- 
614,872, a gain of $251,716 over October last 
year. 

A statement prepared by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows that the number of immi- 
grants that arrived in the United States dur- 
ing the first three months of the present fis- 
eal year was 49,296, which is a decrease of 
nearly 11,500 as compared with the same 
period last year. ing 

The monthly statement of the Director of 
the Mint shows that the coinage executed 
during October, 1897, aggregated $6,426,500, 
as follows: Gold, $3,845,000; silver, $2,301,- 
000; minor coins, $280,500. 

The monthly statement of the Controller 
of the Currency shows the circulation of 
national bank notes on Oct. 80 to have been 
as follows: Total circulation of national 
bank notes, $230,047,635; decrease for the 
month, $146,265; decrease for the year, $4,- 
850,022; circulation based on United States 
bonds, $203,926,950; decrease for the month, 
$1,146,240; decrease for year, $12,583,064: cir- 
culation secured by lawful money, $26,120, - 
685; increase for the month, $999,975: in- 
crease for the year, $7,733,042; United States 
registered bonds on deposit to secure circu- 
lation notes, $227,742,550; to secure public 
deposits, $17,075,500. 


DECREASE IN INTERNAL TAXES. 


Report of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Fiscal Year End- 
ing June 80, 1897. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—The report of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue for 
the fiscal year ending June 80, 1897, shows 
the total receipts from all sources to have 
been $146.619,508, a decrease as compared 
with the fiscal year 1806 of $311,022. The 
Important changes in consumption are an 
increase of $1,338,472 in the receipts from the 
distilled spitits as compared with 1896, and 
a decrease of practically the same amount 
in the reccipts from fermented liquors. The 
total cost of collection for the last fiscal 
year was $3,548,660, a decrease over 1896 of 
$237. 822. 

The total production of distilled spirits, 
exclusive of fruit brandies, during the last 
fiscal year, was 62,465,648 taxable galions, 
a decrease in production as compared with 
1896 of 24. 128.008. There were also produced 
208,921 galions of apple brandy, 17,251 of 
peach brandy, 1,406,686 of grape brandy, and 
varying amounts of other fruit brandies,

Barber Asphalt Company Expects to 
Have Its Pavement Done to Divis- 
ion Street in Three Weeks. 


The Barber Asphalt company began the 
work of concreting North Clark street yes- 
terday morning and expects to have the 
paving finishea to Division street within 
three weeks. The company began with 
thirty men and expects to cover 200 lineal 
feet a day.

DOCTORS FORCED TO TESTIFY. 


State Supreme Court Decides That They 
Are Not Entitled to Special Fees 
as Expert Witnesses.

Springfield, III., Nov. 1.—[Special.]—An im- 


portant decision was handed down by the 


Supreme Court today which involves the 
right of a physician to receive a fee for ren- 
dering expert testimony. The case is under 
the title of Dixon vs. The People and was 
originally commenced in the Circuit Court 
of Sangamon County, at the May term, 
1895, and grew out of a refusal to give expert 
opinion by Dr. J. N. Dixon of this city. 

A woman had sustainéd injuries from a 
defective sidewalk and had brought suit 
against the city. Dr. Dixon was called to 
give an expert opinion as to whether the 
injuries sustained would produce the result 
which she claimed. He refused to testify 
until he was paid a fee as a professional ex- 
pert. Judge Creighton held that he was not 
entitled to any special fee. Dr. Dixon then 
refused to testify and the court held him in 
contempt and fined him $25 and costs. The 
case was taken to the Appellate Court, where 
the decision was affirmed. The Supreme 
Court has affirmed the decision of the lower 
court, and witnesses will hereafter be com- 
pelled to render expert testimony without a

NO EFFECT ON SENATE. 


Party Lines Must Remain Prac- 
tically as They Are. 


ONE CHANGE IS POSSIBLE. | 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 1,—[Special.)}— 
There is nothing in tomorrow's election 
which directly affects the present s 
of the administration except in Ohio, and 
that, for special reasons, is only relative. 
In three States—Virginia, Maryland, and 
Ohio—Legislatures will be elected tomor- 
row which will be called upon to choose 
United States Senators. Senators Gorman 
and Daniels of Maryland and Virginia serve 
until March 4, 1899, regardless of the results 
of the elections, so the results in these 
States will not affect the political complex- 
ion of the Fifty-fifth Congress in the slight- 
est degree, 

Senator Hanna was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Bushnell to fill the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of John Sherman. His 
services as Senator terminate Jan. 3, 1898, 
the day the Ohio Legislature convenes. Be- 
tween that time and the election of his suc- 
cessor there will be a vacancy in the Senate 
from Ohio. Should he succeed in winning 
the Legislature at tomorrow's election Mr. 


Hanna would be re#lected at the first avail- 


able opportunity aftef the convening of the 
Legislature. His election, however, would 
be only for the unexpired term of Senator 
Sherman, which ends March 4, 1899, and he 
will have to be elected with the general class 
of thirty-seven Senators whose terms ex- 
pire then. | 

The Legislature elected in Ohio now, how- 
ever, will also choose a Senator for the term 
beginning in 1899, so that in this campaign 
Mr. Hanna has been killing of missing two 
birds with one stone. 


— , 

The Senate now stands forty-three Repub- 
licans, thirty-four Democrats, six Popu- 
lists, and six silver Republicans. Should 
Hanna win this political proportion will not 
be altered during this session of Congress, 
unless Oregon should be able to fill its va- 
eancy. Should the Democrats carry Ohio 


the Senate will remain as at present until 


after the holidays. Then there will be a total 
of eighty-eight members, with two vacan- 
cles, until the Ohio Legislature elects Me- 
Lean or some other Democrat, after which 
the caucus rolls will read forty-two Repub- 
licans, thirty-five Democrats, six Populists, 
six silver Republicans, and one vacancy. 
-eo- : 

Senator Hanna’s victory or defeat will not 
give the Republicans control or lose it for 
them. They will remain with a mere plu- 
rality, dependent on combinations with oth- 
er elements to pass any legislation what- 
ever. The tariff was the one cohesive force 
in the special session. Now that is disposed 
of legislation can be accomplished only by a 
series of compromises. Aside from the cau- 
cus divisions already noted, there is a group 
of Republicans Who will not vote for any- 
thing hostile to silve? and a group of Demo- 
crats who will not vote for anything hos- 
tile to the gold standard. Hanna's defeat 
means not only a victory for the Democrats, 
but for the silver men as well. There are 
two dividing lines in the Senate; one is be- 
tween administration and anti-administra- 
tion men and the other is between silver and 
anti-silver Senators. On ordinary matters 
the administration can command a majority 
for the next two sessions of Congress. On 
the financial question the silver men will 
have control of the Senate for the same time. 
Hanna's defeat adds a Senator to both the 
anti-administration. and anti-sound money 
factions, and the result will be beyond cor- 
rection until 1905. g

PUBLIC DEBT GROWS A LITTLE. 


October Statement Shows an Increase 
of the Debt Owing to a Reduc- 
tion of Cash.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 1.—The monthly 
statemént of the public debt shows that at 
the close of business on Oct. 80, 1887, the 
debt, less cash in the Treasury, amounted 
to $1,020,563,901, an increase for the month 
of $8,441,188. This increase is principally 
accounted for by a decrease in the amount 
of cash on hand. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: 

Interest-bearing debt, $847,365,500; debt 
on which interest has ceased since maturity, 
$1,331,540; debt bearing no interest, 8879. 
663,590; total, 31.228, 320, 0. This amount, 
however, does not include $580,456,953 in 
certificates and Treasury notes outstanding, 
which are offset by an equal amount of cash 
in the Treasury.

The object of Miss 
Cisneros’ visit to the city is to assist in se-

WIZARDS UF THE NILE. 


HAS THE SECRET OF THE PYRA- 
MIDS BEEN DISCOVERED? 


The Wisdom of the Egyptians of 7,000 
Years Ago and Remarkable Me- 
chanical Processes They Under- 
stood Said to Have Been Illumi- 
nated by a New-Yorker’s Discovery 
~—Interesting Experiments with 
Wonderful Results Conducted by 
Dr. Ferdinand Seeger. 


Mankind has been so enriched by the dis- 
coveries of science that surprise is no longer 
excited by the most startling discoveries or 
invention. It is admitted without question 


that in the usual order of things there is 


hardly anything in natural force impossible 
to such wizards of the laboratory as Thomas 
A. Edison, Lord Kelvin, and“others, who 
have harnessed the forces of nature to the 


-car of human convenience and comfort. The 


discoveries im electricity have wrought as 
great a revolution in modern industrialism 
as the discoveries in steam power, and the 
chances are that we have only scraped the 
surface of the hidden forces of nature by 
which human effort will be minimized and 
production increased in volume beyond the 
dreams of mankind, besides being so reduced 
in cost as to be within the reach of all. 

But all the scientific knowledge which we 
have acquired within the present century 
has not enabled us to solve the mystery that 
surrounds the building of the pyramids and 
the monuments and the buried cities of 
Egypt. We stand in the presence of these 
stupendous ruins and confess that their 
builders possessed a secret in chemistry and 
in mechanics of which we ignorant, and 
which in all probability perished in the de- 
struction-of the libraries of Egypt. We can 
account for the loss in no other way. The 
knowledge, which was applied through a 
long series of years, must have been accessi- 
ble to the students of Egypt, and where 
would it be deposited except in the librarics 
ofthe country, which were fed to the flames 
by conquering invaders? 


Dr. Seeger’s Discoveries. 


The Sun reporter has spent many hours 
with Dr. Ferdinand Seeger of Park avenue, 
who has been a lifelong student of Egypt- 
ology, and has devoted the last twenty-five 
years to experiments that would clear up 
the mystery in chemistiy and mechanics 
which surrounds the pyramids and other 
masterful engineering achievements of the 
wizards of the Nile. Dr. Seeger is the in- 
ventor of many instruments in genéral use 
in the medical profession, and for many 
years was the editor of Medical Classics, a 
journal which once enjoyed considerable 
reputation; but of late years he has devoted 
most of his time to experiments in chemistry 
and mechanics, in the hope that he might 
discover the lost secret of the Egyptians, the 
secret which enabled them to rear structures 
that puzzle the best engineers who have 
studied them, and to make wood and stone 
and fibrous substances impervious to fire, 
water, and atmosphere, so that they are as 
perfect today as they were when designed 
thousands and thousands of yearsago. The 
study has been a fascinating one, and Dr. 
Seeger believes that he has discovered the 
lost secret or the principle on which it was 
based. His discovery is really of a twofold 
character, and involves the generation of 
electricity by methods entirely different 
from those now generally employed, and the 
discovery of a fluid inherent in the electricity 
as he generates it, the two employed to- 
gether produting many and marvelous re- 
sults. 


Some Remarkable Results. 


By Dr. Seeger’s process the Sun reporter 
has seen brick tougher than the ordinary 
brick or common stone made of paper and 
sawdust or ashes only, sand only, sand an 
ashes, or a combination of sand, ashes, saw- 
dust, paper, vegetable matter, and all sorts 
of common refuse, the brick so made being 
impervious to fire or water, and capable 
of being used for building or paving pur- 
poses, and possessing sanitary properties 
not possessed by the brick and stone and 
pavement now in general use. By the same 
process are made fireproof wall paper, tiling, 
cornicing, and the like. A common piece 
of cloth of any character subjected to the 
sclution becomes impregnable to fire or 
water or corrosion of time, and the same re- 
sult is obtained by submitting wood to the 
process, making bridges, houses, cars, and 
the like fireproof. _ 

But among the most remarkable resuits 
secured by the process is the power to store 
electricity in portable form, so that it can 
be used when needed for illumination, heat- 
ing, and locomotive propulsion. “Electricity 
can be generated from the refuse of the 
house and so stored as to be available when 
needed for heating or illuminating: while 
the refuse of large cities which is now for 
the most part not only a dead loss in itself 
but a heavy charge upon the taxpayers in 
the disposition made of it, can be utilized 
in the generation of electricity, and in the 
making of brick, paving stone, and the like, 
at a cost so much less than now prevails as 
to mark a revolution. All this should not 
seem improbable when the success of Sir 
William Thompson, now Lord Kelvin, in 
turning to profit the common refuse of the 
streets of London, is remembered, although 
the process discovered by Dr. Seeger diffe 
essentially from that of Lord Kelvin. 

The resisting power of Dr. Seeger’s com- 
position was illustrated forcibly by firing 
a pistol bullet, at short range, at a plece of 
cardboard made of sawdust and ashes by 
the electrical process and impregnated with 
the solution. The indentation made by the 
bullet was almost imperceptible. How fara 
jacket made upon this principle would be 
effective against the projectiles of side- 
arms in protecting infantry troops in actual 
warfare has not been demonstrated, but, 
judged by the test the Sun reporter saw, it 
ought to revolutionize warfare. 


Egyptian Engineering Feats. 


The knowledge of chemistry and mechanics 
possessed by the ancient Egyptians, as dis- 
closed in the massive works, still standing 
or in ruins, all over their country, is a pro- 
found mystery to all the modern engineers 
who have examined them. The engineering 
required to place such huge stones, they 
reason, if it ever existed, is a lost art. But 
did such engineering knowledge exist among 
the Egyptians? Are the stones they used 
stones in the modern sense, and were they 
lifted into place as modern engineers would 
go about the work? These are interesting 
questions which go to the root of the entire 
subject. The accepted theory is that the 
stones And masonry and the engineering 
were such as we understand them. If not, 
what then? And here is the rub. 

Take, for instance, the Great Pyramid. 
The mass of masonry in it measures 82,- 
111,000 feet and would weigh 6,316,000 tons. 
How did the Egyptians manage to make it? 
Where did they quarry the stone and how 
did they transport it to the necessary point; 
and, then, how did they pilé it, stone upon 
stone? The whole task appears to modern 
engineers as utterly impossible, and yet 
there the stupendous works are, scattered 
all over the Nile country, above and be- 
neath ground, some known to be 7,000 years 
old, if not older. It is a reasonable con- 
clusion, from the triumphs of science, that

the desired consistency was obtained. By 
this it would be easy enough to 
build the pyramids, the monuments, and 
the walls of the great cities so that time 
would make no impression upon them. If 
they did so, the whole thing seems ab- 
surdly simple. But did they? Dr, Seeger 
makes a brick—and it can be er larged easily 


ordinary vegetable substance, and, by im 
pregnating it with the cognate liquid an-! 
subjecting it to a powerful electrical heat, 
turns it as hard as flint and more durable 
than ordinary stone, impervious to fire apd 
water and atmospheric conditions. He in- 
sists that his process is identical with tha 
employed by the Egyptians. 

Let any one examine the raummics and 
their cerements and coffins in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, in Central Park, as 
I have done time and again, and he will 
have no trouble in concluding that the 
Egyptians possessed knowledge of a liquid 
of the kind that Pr. Secger employs. Let 
him examine clowely Cleopatra’s needle in 
Central Park, with Dr. Seeger's theory in 
his mind’s eye, and he will at once questicn 
if the great monolith is one piece hewn out 
of a quarry, or Was made by a scientific 
procesz, such as Dr. Seeger suggests, and 
he will have his doubts as to the quarry 
theory intensified if he will study closely 
the composition of the monolith, which fs 
gradually crumoling to pieces in the North 
American climate, while it would have 
lasted forever in the hot climate of Africa, 
and would not crumble in any climate if it 
were a solid block of granite instead of a 
composition. May it not be that Dr. Seeger 
has discovered the profoundest secret of 
the pyramids?—T. Thomas Fortune, in New 
York Sun. 


GREAT KENNEL FOR CHICAGO.

Al- 
ready enough money has been guaranteed to 
make the project a certaihty, and before 
many months are over it is certain thata 
palatial home for dogs will be added to the 
sporting features of this city. 

It is not the Mascoutah Kennel club itself 
which is undertaking this new departure. 
Instead it is a new organization, not yet 
named, inside of the older one. MembLer- 
ship in the Mascoutah club is an essential to 
membership in the new body, but the man- 
agement of the two organizations wiil be 
entirely separate.

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WHEAT FIGURES BEARISH 


ROUTINE STATISTICS ALL AGAINST 
‘ THE MARKET. 


Visible Supply Much Greater than Ex- 
pected—Big Available Increase An- 
ticipated Today—Rains and Easy 
Cables. Encourage Free Selling 
Prévisions Rally on Lighter Hog 
Receipts—Coarse Grain Featureless 
Exeept for Statistical Changes. 


For the first time in a number of weeks 
the routine Monday statistics of the wheat 
trade were all ane way, and that way 
against prices. The greatest surprise was 
in the American visible supply. The general 
belief on Saturday was that the increase 
would be somewhere in the vicinity of 500,- 
000 bu. A few optimists even talked of a 
small decrease.

December Wheat Range. This was, as com- 
pared with 9,056,000 bu the previous week, 
and 8,908,000 bu the same week last year. 
Inasmuch as this country contributed nearly 
two-thirds of the total the showing can 
scarcely be considered bearish, but the Rus- 
sian contributions keep above the expected 
level. The quantity of wheat on passage 
increased 1,120,000 bu and the English visible 
increased 1,289,000 bu. All these items taken 
together make a basis for expecting a 
heavy increase in the world’s available sup- 
ply, possibly 6,000,000 bu. Beside the week- 
ly statistics the increase in wheat stocks at 
Liverpool of 656,000 for October was a little 
out of the line of expectations. Northwest- 
ern receipts were 1,856 cars, against 1,640 a 
week ago, and 1,447 a year ago. 


Liverpool Easy in Tone. 


It was not alone statistics. Liverpool was 
easy, opening with a slight advance, but 
closing with spot wheat unchanged, and 
futures other than December a shade low- 
er. The continental markets were not quot- 
ed on account of a holiday. There were 
private cables calling attention to favora- 
ble. prospects in the Argentine. General 
rains throughout the territory, which have 
been suffering from drought, disturbed one 
of the underlying bullish factors. In face 
of all.these considerations and, what was 
perhaps of more immediate bearing, the lib- 
eral selling by commission houses, the wheat 
market was stubborn, and particularly 
through the early part of the session resist- 
ed efforts to depress prices. The opening 
showed a concession of about %c.

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| BIG APPLES FROM OREGON 


FINE FRUIT RAISED IN THE FAR 
NORTHWEST. 


State Making Rapid Strides in Horti- 


eulture Which May Result in Forc- 
ing California and Other Coast 
Countries to Watch Their Laurels- 
Jambo Pippins That Weigh Over a 
Found -Aplece—Slow and Unsatis- 
factory Trade in Produce. 


Some of the finest apples received in this 
market this summer, both in appearance 
and flavor, are now coming in from Oregon. 
Idaho began her shipments several weeks 
ago, and is continuing the shipment of prac- 
tically the same kind of fruit that comes 
from the more westerly State. The prin- 
cipal varieties from Oregon, on which the 
State is going to make a record, are Jona- 
thans, pippins, and Spitzenbergs. The reg- 
ulation package for all Western points of 
this character is the 40-lb box. A consign- 
ment of these Oregon apples was received 
by a State street house yesterday which

nut. A peculiarity of this Oregon fruit is 
that the:prodigious size is not secured at the 
expense of its flavor or texture. There is 
now more of this Western fruit 2 the Chi- 
cago market than ever before, and the trade 
reports a ~teadily increasing demand for it, 
although ruling prices for it are aner than 
for other varieties. 

Apple receipts from the East sad South- 
west are heavy, and the market is Inclined 
to slowness, which te not relieved by as 
good an outside inquiry as usually exists. 
at this season of the year. Cold storage 
has been difficult to obtain at all times, and 
the weather has deen hardly cold enough 
fer the preservation of fruit held in lofts. 
The orchards are reported as having turned

than had been calculated on. Advices from 
the East have been unfavorable. Dealers 
there, fearing they would get no fruit, have 
been very active in the West, and they seem 
to have got their fill from the way the mar- 
ket there has acted of late.
